RESCLVED, That the Departnment of Commerce and Comunity
Affairs shall provide staff assistance to the Task Force as
is reasonably required to permt the Commssion to fulfil

RESOLVED, That the Task Force shall report its findings
and recommended plan for revitalization to the Governor and
to the General Assenbly on or before May 15, 2004; and be it

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RESOLVED, That a suitable copy of this resolution be
delivered to the Governor and to the Director of Commerce and
